It is officially announced that Sir 
Hamar Greenwood has succeeded Mr. 
Macpherson as Chief Secretary for Ire 
land. After his fifteen months of difficult. 
dangerous, and thankless work in this 
country nobody will grudge Mr. Macpher- 
son the calm security of the Ministry 
of Pensions. He inherited from Mr. 
Birrell—through Mr. Duke and Mr. 
Shortt—a grievous legacy of trouble, The 
causes of Ireland’s present tragedy. date 
from 1916, and long ago the consequences 
passed the stage when any one man, how- 
ever brave and resolute, could have 
grappled with them. Mr. Macpherson, 
though a Liberal and Home Ruler, had 
no illusions about the necessity of firm 
government in Ireland. Criticism of his 
Administration in this respect must deal 
rather with its methods than with its in- 
tentions. The methods, we fear, have 


it is possible that a more tactful handling 
of the problems created by a widespread 
conspiracy of sedition and crime might 
have succeeded in enlisting popular sym- 
pathy with the forces of law. Mr. Mac- 
pherson was in no sense the father of the 
present Home Rule Bill, although he 
moved the second. reading in the House of 
Commons. We do not doubt that he 
rejoices to have left Ireland before. its 
enforcement has created the situation 
which Mr. Bonar Law seems to regard 
with curious equanimity. In one thing, 
however, Mr. Macpherson is more fortu- 
nate than the majority of his forerunners. 
His Eduertion Bill has made little 
progress, and may not become law in the 
present Parliament ;. but its introduction 
and the vigorous controversy which it has 
provoked constitute a landmark in this 
country’s intellectual history. The Bill 
is a Magna Charta of liberty for teachers 
and parents. It brings Ireland up to the 
level of enlightened public opinion in other 
lands. Sooner or later its principles must 
triumph; and then Mr. Macpherson will 
be remembered for this Bill as Mr. Wynd- 
ham is remembered for his Land Purchase 
Act. In that day he will feel amply re- 
warded for all the pains and perils of his 
sojourn at the Chief Secretary s Lodge. 

At this crisis in Irish affairs and in the 
affairs of the Coalition a new Chief Secre 
tary must have two physical attributes— 
courage and a safe seat in Parliament. 
Obviously, Sir Hamar Greenwood’s robur 
et aes triplex are as impregnable as his 
majority at Sunderland. He is essaying 
a tremendous task—and not ignorantly, 
for during the past year he has been in 
constant association with Mr. Shortt at the 
Home’ Office. Loyal Irishmen will give 
Sir Hamar Greenwood a hearty weleome, 
because he is entitled to the comfort of 
their support, because he has an excellent 
record of public service, and, not least, 
because he is a Canadian. He is, we think, 
the first native of any of the great 
Dominions who has been appointed to the 
second Executive post inthis country. Like 
Mr. Macpherson, Sir Hamar Greenwood is 
a Liberal, and, we assume, a supporter of 
the present Home Rule Bill. If he comes 
to Ireland as a politician, with the object 
of making the way smooth for the Bill, 
he will not succeed. He will find that 
three-fourths of the Irish people reject it 
for reasons which are based not merely on 
sentiment, but on economics and common- 
sense. If he comes as an administrator, 
resolved to enforce the law firmly and 
justly, he will soon find himself on the 
straight, if long, road that leads to Irish 
settlement. We print to-day the Prime 
Minister’s reply to the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin’s recent complaint. Homer’s gods 
were wont to hearken to one-half of a 
hero’s prayer and to scatter the other half 
down the winds. . We advise Sir Hamar 
Greenwood to take a similar course with 
this letter. Mr. Lloyd George s hopes in 
the Home Rule Bill are futile. It cannot 
establish tolerable self-government through- 
out the length and breadth of Ireland, and 
this country never will “ attain unity and 
peace’ through permanent partition. Sir 
Hamar Greenwood will waste his time in 
pursuit of a Will o' the wisp if he refuses 
tto, be guided by the facts of Irish life 
rather than by proposals which, in spite 
of the Government’s thumping majority 
on the second reading, ignore them 
utterly. 

What are the facts of Irish life to-day? 
On that point the Prime Minister's letter 
is sound, and ought to be read, marked, 
and thoroughly digested by the new Chief 
Secretary. “ Ireland is menaced by a for- 
midable organisation which seeks to pro- 
mote its ends by terrorising public officials 
and the Irish people by the weapons of 
murder and assassination.” This campaign 
of crime is conducted with virtual im- 
punity because the people, having lost 
confidence in the law’s power to protect 
them, have ceased to help the law. So 
matters move in a vicious circle, and the 
state of the country goes daily from bad 
td worse. The new Chief Secretary takes 
office at the height of “the most ruthless 
and cruel campaign of assassination and 
erime that Ireland has ever seen.’ In 
these circumstances he has one clear and 
urgent duty—to restore the sanctions of 
‘the law and to drag this unhappy country 
back from the very edge of anarchy. His. 
‘first task must be an improvement of the 
Executive's methods in dealing with crime, | 
‘The increase of murder and the continued 
attacks on police barracks prove that— 
[judged by the test of results—there is 


= much room. for improvement in the exist- | 


ing methods, If he discovers that the 


needs strengthening, he must display the 
vigour and initiative which the Old World.

brief assumption of power 
of Bolshevist jehad against society. Very 
severe fighting took place in-the Ruhr, and 
a pitched battle was fought in the region 
of Wesel, near the Dutch frontier. The 
Government's troops, however, soon 
obtained the upper hand, and now ; peace 
has been made. The terms on which fight- 
ing is to cease seem to indicate a com- 
promise. The Prussian Minister of the In- 
terior has had a conference at Munster (in 
Westphalia) with the leaders of the three 
Socialist parties. This conference 

its deliberations on an agreement recently 
made at Bielefeld with a view to an armis- 
tice, and the Socialists have accepted the 
terms which the Government offered. A 
clause has been added to the Bielefeld 
agreement to safeguard the position of 
those men who have taken part in the 
actual fighting against the regular troops. 
The Government's position certainly 
will not be strengthened by such a 
show of leniency. Unfortunately for the 
forces of law and order in Germany, Noske 
is no longer in power. He would never 
have allowed the “Reds ” to escape with 
impunity. He recognised, as every sincere 
Constitutionalist must recognise, that a 
compromise with Bolshevism is impossible. 
For that reason, no doubt, the “ Reds ” 
did not date to raise their heads during his 
régime. The present German Government, 
however, is inherently a weak Government. 
By a policy of placation and compromise 
it has been able to cling to office for about 
nine months, but, so long as it remains in 
power, real stability cannot be expected in 
the Fatherland. In Germany at present 
public opinion is in a state of solution. 
It has no ‘solid mucleus around which: to 
crystallise into a firm mass. The country 
has been stunned by dofeat. Its. first 
sensation on “ coming to ” has been that of 
panic, and it lacks a leader who can in- 
spire it with confidence in its own strength. 
Consequently the ‘political situation is 
changing from day to day. The people 
are playing with militarism, Socialism, 
democracy, and Bolshevism in turn, and, 
so far as economic conditions are con- 
cerned, the country is driving steadily 
towards complete chaos. There is 
no guarantee that the terms of the Peace 
Treaty will be observed. Germany s in- 
dustrial reconstruction, which is so neces- 
sary from every standpoint, is being in- 
definitely postponed. The mark, instead 
of ‘ beginning to improve in “value in 
foreign markets, is sinking lower and lower 
almost every day; and, the danger of 
anarchy is constantly inereasing. Germany 
needs a strong man, and when, at the 
dictation of Socialism, she rejected Noske, 
she repeated Kaiser Wilhelm’s fatal 
blunder of thirty years ago. Unfortunately 
for herself, and perhaps, indeed, for 
Europe, Germany has no Bismarck to-day 
to save her from her own folly. 


National Savings. . 


No movement.in recent years has served 
a more useful purpose than the. National 
Savings Association. Started in February, 
1916, as a temporary measure to induce 
the working classes to lend their surplus 
earnings to the State, it has proved a 
greater success than any person had dared 
to prophesy. Its ramifications have ex- 
tended to every town and village in the 
United Kingdom, and it has become an in- 
dispensable factor in the national life. 
Through its agency hundreds of thousands 
of persons have acquired the “saving 
habit,” and in small contributions have 
invested over £310,000,000 in Govern- 
ment securities. Up to the present time 
some 400,000,000 savings certificates have 
been issued, and the demand for them now 
is greater than at any former period. 
From February, 1916, till the armistice 
the monthly sales averaged 8,000,000; 
now they exceed that number by 
600,000. Despite the attractive pros- 
pectuses that have been issued, the 
mass of the “savers” have been con 
tent to leave their money with the Govern- 
ment. Only £38,000,000 have been with- 
drawn, and the bulk of this money has 
been used to purchase houses er Govern- 
ment securities of another class. The 
success of the savings movement is 
due to two things—the generous terms 
offered by the Treasury and splendid 
organisation. The first factor would have 
been of very little use without the second. 
The chief credit belongs to Sir Robert M. 
Kindersley, who, from the outset, has been 
the movement's guiding spirit. It is 
announced to-day that he has resigned the 
chairmanship of the Central Association, 
and that, in recognition of his services, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has appointed 
him to the position of President, The 
compliment is well deserved. 


Housing in Belfast. 

Belfasts’ progress with the housing ques- 
tion is of interest to every municipal body 
in Ireland. At a meeting of the 
Corporation on Thursday a rather dis- 
heartening state of affairs was re- 
vealed. Some time ago the local 
builders’ association offered to help the 
authorities. Its members had discussed 
the matter, and had decided that they 
would undertake to build a certain number 
of experimental houses at a profit of 5 per 
cent. if the Corporation would appoint a 
committee of architects to determine the 
actual cost. According to the chairman the 
Housing Committee was “delighted ”; it 
“thought that the problem had” been 
solved.’” Unhappily, the well-laid plan 
went agley, The experts failed to agree. 
The architects met and prepared estimates, 
but for every type of house their figures 
fell far below those of the builders. In no 
case was the difference less than £300. 
Other contractors, however, submitted 
tenders that in some cases were lower than 
the architects’ estimate, 
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Mr. Macpherson has had a strenuous time 
ever since he was appointed Under-Secre 
tary of State for War in 1916.
